Town Approves In Principle 


Legion Land -Swap P roposal 


The St, Albert Legion obe 
tained a land-swap proposal 
in principle from council 
Monday night and the dealis 
to be covered by a 99-year 
lease, This motion made by 
Councillor Rod Throndson 
was carried unanimously 
and thus paves the way for 
the local Legionnaires to 
proceed with their plans to 
build a more elaborate com- 
plex, 

Spokesman for the Legion, 
Reg Bremner, accompanied 
by Mr. Hodgson and Legion 
President D, Taylor, ex- 
plained to council that pre- 
sent Legion lands measure 
ing approximately 53,000 
square feet would not be 
sufficient for the proposed 
complex. Other sites were 
viewed by Legionnaires and 


the most suitable would be 
the town-owned property lo- 
cated on Mission Avenue 
where the Teen Centre is 
presently located, 

Mr, Hodgson pointed out 
to council that the Mission 
site, measuring approxi- 
mately 93,500 square feet 
would be an ideal location 
and urged council to cone 
sider exchanging the Le- 
gion’s property, including 
the building for approximat- 
ely three lots in the Mission 
site, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon and 
Councillor John de Bruijn, 
both being members of the 
Legion disqualified them- 
selves by abstaining in the 
voting, 

Council favorably receiv- 
ed the Legion's submission 


and very little discussion 
ensued after Legion spokes- 
men explained all aspects of 
the situation. Councillor 
John Bekker did try to make 
light of the fact that the Le- 
gion’s present holdings 
had originally been given by 
the town and was about to 
comment about the merits 


-of the town giving addition- 


al lands to the Legion in 
exchange for former towne 
owned property when Reg 
Bremner cut the comment 
short with the flat statement 

‘Tt was customary during 
post-war years for towns 
and cities throughout Canada 
to give land to Legions, in 
recognition of the Boys hav- 
ing done their thing during

Regional Rec. Proposal 
Fails To Get Sanction 


The Sturgeon Municipal 
Council declined to approve 
a motion presented at its 
regular meeting last week 
which would have ratified 
a regional recreation board 
concept which has been on 
the drafting table for sev- 
eral years, 

Briefly, the regional ree 
creation board proposal has 
been hammered out over the 
past four years by repree 
sentatives of the MD of Stur- 
geon, the Sturgeon School 
Division, the Town of Mor- 
inville, the Thibault School 
District. Village of Legal, 
Lega! School District, Bon 
Accord, Gibbons and ree 
creational representatives 
who formed a steering com- 
mittee of 11 people. 

During the years that the 
regional recreation board 
agreement was being draft- 
ed clause by clause, much 
discussion and study took

place in all centres cone 
cerned, It became clear that 
the regional concept had both 
enthusiastic supporters and 
others with reservations 
about the proposed funding 
and its projected costs tothe 
ratepayers. 

Last Thursday, at the 
MD’s regular meeting a mo- 
tion was made which said in 
part that the Reeve of the 
MD and the secretary-trea- 
surer be authorized to sign

Low Acid Rape Varieties Licensed 


Two new low erucic acid 
rapeseed varieties have 
been licensed this year, 
They are Torch, a Polish 
type variety, and Midas, an 
Argentine variety. 

According to Dr, Z, Kon- 
dra of the University of 
Alberta’s Plant Science De« 
partment, Torch, which was 
developed at the Canada de= 
partment of agriculture’s 
research station in Saska- 
toon, is similar to Span in 
all agronomic characteris- 
tics, but has aslightly higher 
oil and protein content, In 
southern areas of Alberta 
it shows a considerable yield 
advantage over Span, but 
Span appears to out-perform 
it in the central and northern 
regions of the province, 


Rapeseed 
Herbicide 


A meeting will be held in 
Morinville on April 10 at 
8 p.m. at the Legion Hall 
with regard to the use of 
TREFLAN, Treflanis apre- 
emergence herbicide,

In the past there have been 
complaints from some pro- 
ducers about the poor per- 
formance of Span, but this 
year its performance has 
equalled that of the old Pol- 
ish-type variety, Echo, in 
all regions where these two 
varieties were tested, Dr. 
Kondra says. He stresses 
that growers should not 
switch back to Echo because 
it is almost certain that 
Japan will be buying only 
low erucic acid rapeseed 
varieties inthe 1973-74 crop 
year, If this is the case, 
there will be no quota on 
normal erucic acid type 
rapeseed, and these variet- 
ies should be grown only 
under contract, 

The new Argentine type 
variety, Midas, also devele 
oped at the Canada depart- 
ment of agriculture’s re- 
search station in Saskatoon, 
is intended to replace 
Zephyr, It is significantly 
higher yielding and earlier 
in maturity than Zephyr, 
Dr. Kondra says, and very 
much shorter in the straw. 


Good Resolutions 
Food Basket

Last year, you made all 
sorts of good resolutions - 
to accompany your husband 
to snowmobile races in be- 
low-zero weather, to stop 
smoking and lose weight. 
What happened? You gave 
them all up after you caught 
a cold that kept you in bed 
for three days, and gained 
weight because you nibbled 
to replace the cigarettes, 
This year, why not make a 
resolution to improve your 
food shopping habits, 

As difficult as it may 
seem to beat the rising cost 
of all consumer goods, it is 
possible to help the budget 
with a little bit of planning 
and perseverance, The home 
economists at Agriculture 
Canada, have put theirideas 
and personal homemaking 
experiences together to 
assist you inyour food shop= 
ping. 

Most of the planning has 
to be done before you 
actually get to the super- 
market. It is almost im- 
possible to control a food 
budget without making some 
kind of a plan for your 


meals for the week, Check 
your shelves, your refrig- 
erator and your freezer, 
Build your menus around 
what you already have on 
hand, Don’t forget the left- 
overs and the perishable 
foods, Throwing out food is 
hard on the pocket book, 
Buying food that doesn’t 
meet your family’s prefer- 
ences and tastes is always 
a waste of time and money, 
Study Canada’s Food Guide, 
Always include’ in your 
meals foods from the basic 
five groups - meat, fish 
and poultry (or eggs and 
cheese), fruit, vegetables, 
milk, bread and cereals, 
Make a_ special effort to 
reduce the amount of low- 
nutritive, high-calorie foods 
on your shopping list, They 
do little for your health and 
nothing at all for your bud- 
get. 

One good rule to follow 
in preparing your shopping 
list is to go through the 
newspaper ads and check 
the ‘“specials’’, Although 
shopping around from store 
to store might save you a 
few cents here and there, 
in the long run it is best tc 
stick to your favorite store

Before you pick up any 
food product, be sure to 
check the label, Read it 
carefully to find out the 
name and description of the 
product, the name and add- 
ress of the packer or dis- 
tributor, the brand name, 
the grade mark (e.g. Canada 
Choice canned tomatoes or 
Canada No, 1 potatoes), the 
net weight or volume, and 
a list of ingredients in des- 
cending order of their pro- 
portions in the product, Note 
other information onthe lab- 
el such as storage instruc- 
tions, direction and recipes 
for use, number of servings 
and expiry date forusing the 
product, If unit pricing is 
available, use it, Otherwise, 
compare prices by dividing

DES Sales Now Illegal 


Re-issued by W. O. Klatt, 
District Agriculturist, 

The sale of DES as a 
growth promoting drug for 
livestock became illegal in 
Canada on January 1, 1973, 
The decision to withdraw 
DES for this purpose was 
made last year by the fede 
eral government after it had 
carefully examined all 
available information and 
consulted with a committee 
of medical experts. 

The supervisor of the Al- 
berta department of agri- 
culture’s feeder associa- 


tions, Ken Davies, foresees 
certain problems arising in 
the immediate future. They 
include such things as feed- 
ers unknowingly buying im- 
planted cattle. According to 
Mr. Davies, if any residues 
are found when officials of 
the health protection branch 
of the department of national 
health and welfare start 
checking, every effort will 
be made to trace their 
origin, and toestablish whe- 
ther the feeder was avictim 
of circumstances or whether 
he was negligent. So far 
there has been no official 


Sileage Gas 
Is Dangerous 


Re-issued from the DA’s 
office. 

The director of the 
Alberta soil and feed test- 
ing laboratory, Don Laverty, 
advises farmers with ver- 
tical silos to be careful not 
to inhale silage gas. 

He believes that this gas 
could be more of a threat 
than usual this year, Last 
summer’s_ unreasonably 
cool, wet weather may have 
caused an accumulation of 
nitrates in the leaves and 
stalks of some of the crops 
cut for silage. When the 
ensiled material is high in 
nitrates, nitric and nitrous 
oxides, commonly referred 
to as silage gas, begin to 
form a few hours after the 
material has been put into 
the silo, 

If inhaled, these gases 
can cause serious injury 
and even death, They are 
usually colorless and odore 
less, but turn yellowish to 
yellowish-brown when they 
mix with air, Since they are 
heavier than air, they collect 
on top of the silage, Running 
the silo blower merely agi- 
tates the air; it does not eli- 
minate the potential threat, 

Mr. Laverty recommends 
that the following safety pre= 
cautions be observed with 
vertical silos, regardless of 
whether or not the feed is 
suspected of having a high 
nitrate content, 

*Use an oxygen supply 
mask when opening the doors 
of the silo at the silage

*Never enter the silo if 
you notice a sharpirritating 
odor or a yellowish brown 
gas. If silage gas appears 
to be present, post a warne 
ing note on the silo or inthe 
feed room, 

*Never enter the silo 
alone.,Have another person 
present in case of an acci- 
dent. 

*Contact a doctor immee 
diately if you have been exe 
posed to silage gas. 

Typical symptoms of 
exposure are irritation of 
the nose and throat and 
sneezing, Partial paralysis 
and death can result if exe 
posure is severe. 

Since it is not possible 
to predict whether nitrates 
are in the ensiled material, 
always take these precaut- 
ions and play it safe!

If negligence is proved,

day for Ralgro and 3,14 
pounds per day for Synovex 
S. The gain for untreated 
animals was 2,7 pounds per 
day. Costs per animal were 
about 35¢ for DES; approxi- 
mately 75¢ for Synovex S 
and in the neighborhood for 
$1.50 for Ralgro, 


Farm Accounting 


By Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist. 

This course is intended 
as a follow-up to the course 
‘Introduction to Farm Acce 
ounting by Correspondence’’ 
that has been offered by this 
College for the past two 
years, This course is 
divided into three mainsec- 
tions: 

1. The first portion deals 
with more complicated pro- 
cedures for accounting the 
farm business, with special 
emphasis on_ enterprise 
analysis. 

2, The second portion is 
intended to give the student 
knowledge on Income Tax 
procedures as they apply to 
farmers generally. This 
brief survey of Income Tax 
will not eliminate the need 
for competent advice by 
accountants or lawyers, but 
it will point out the facts 


and figures that are necess- 
ary for tax filing and ass- 
essment protection, 

3, The third portion deals 
with estate planning, Here 
again this should be cone 
sidered as a survey of the 
topic; competent advice 
should still be sought, 

Applicants are strongly 
advised to complete the Ine 
troductory Course before 
applying for the advanced 
course, unless they have 
some accounting experience 
or training. 

The course consists of 15 
lessons of which the first 
five deal with accounting 
problems, nine on income 
tax and one on estate plan- 
ning.
